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Continuation of 3. NOTE: If entered, the amendment would raise new issues that would require furhter consideration and/or search, 
since the claims would be directed to a process for reducing the vascularization of a tumor in a patient at risk for developing a tumor. 
Additionally, the amendment, if entered, would raise the issue of new matter for this very same reason; the specification, as filed, does 
not appear to provide written support for reducing vascularization of a tumor in a subject at rist for developing that tumor. Furthermore, if 
a subject is merely at risk for developing a tumor, as opposed to having a tunor, it is unclear how the process might achieve the claimed 
effect (i.e., the reduction of vascularization of a tumor that has yet to form). Given this issue, entry of the amendment would raise issues 
under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first and second paragraphs For these reasons, entry of the amendment would not place this application in 
condition for allowance, nor place this application in better form for appeal by materially reducing or simplifying the issue for appeal.
